Moderator Philip Preston opened the meeting at 1 PM as per the 
posted warrant for the year 2008. 


Introductions of the head table were made as follows: Budget 
Committee Members Roberta Hoerter, Miriam Brown, Dennis Potter, 
Kendall B. Hughes, David Ruell; Town Clerk Patricia Tucker; Board of 
Selectmen Glenn R. Dion, Jeanette |. Stewart, Daniel P. Golden, L. 
Leigh Sharps, Beth Bartlett; Town Administrator Richard J. Alpers; 
Town Attorney Laura Spector. 


On behalf of the Board of Selectmen, Patricia Tucker made the 
presentation of the Town Report Dedication to Lumina Straw. 


Article 1: 


To choose all of the following officers for the year ensuing:

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Moderator Preston read the article and there being no 
discussion it was declared that the article would be printed on 
the official ballot as written in the posted warrant. 


Article 2: 


Amendment #1 Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 
as proposed by the Ashland Planning Board for Ashland Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: to amend 2.3a by adding “No driveway shall be 
located within fifteen (15) feet of the side or rear boundary”? 


Amendment #2 Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 
as proposed by the Ashland Planning Board for the Ashland Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: to amend 2.3b to require that setbacks for 
wells, septic tanks, leach fields and components comply with the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services Code of 
Administrative Rules Chapter Env-Ws 1000? 


Amendment #3 Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 
as proposed by the Ashland Planning Board for the Ashland Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: to amend 2.4a to clarify that subdivisions with 
community water systems may benefit from reduced minimum lot size 
requirements? 


Amendment #4 Are you in favor of Amendment #4 as proposed by 
the Ashland Planning Board for the Ashland Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: to adopt the following definition of Community Water System 
— “as defined in RSA 485:1-a”? 


Amendment #5 Are you in favor of Amendment #5 as proposed by 
the Ashland Planning Board for the Ashland Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: to adopt the following definition of Municipal Water Supply — 
potable water supplied by town or municipality?

Explanation of the proposed zoning changes found in this article 
was given by Anthony Randall. It was explained that this will be 
a separate ballot to be voted on March 11, 2008. 


Article 3: 


To see if the town will vote to accept the reports of its boards, 
commissions, and officers for the year of 2007 subject to corrections 
of errors when and if found. 


Moderator Preston read the article and there being no 
discussion it was declared that the article would be printed on 
the official ballot as written in the posted warrant. 


Article 4: 


Shall the Town of Ashland raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget not including appropriations by special warrant articles and 
other appropriations voted separately, the amount set forth on the 
budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $6,346,385? 
Should this article be defeated, the operating budget shall be 
$6,216,099 which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments 
required by previous action of the Town of Ashland or by law; the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with 
RSA 40:13 X and XVI to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. 


Moderator Preston read this article. Thomas Peters moved to 
amend this article by replacing the number $6,346,385 with 
$6, 001,698. The motion was seconded by Richard Pare. 


Following discussion of the amendment Moderator Preston 
called for a voice vote and he declared that inconclusive. 


Moderator Preston declared that the vote on the amendment 
would be by ballot. Following the vote the following counters 
were sworn in - Richard Ogden, Richard Pare, Ann Marie Reever 
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and Harold Proulx. The results of the vote were that 95 voters 
cast a ballot and the tally was YES 59 NO 36. Moderator Preston 
declared the amendment to have passed and there being no 


further amendments the article would appear on the official 
ballot as amended. 


Article 5: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) to be deposited into the River 
Street Bridge Repair Capital Reserve Fund for the repair of the River 
Street Bridge over Squam River. The Board of Selectmen does 
recommend this article. The Budget Committee does recommend this 
article. (Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article and following discussion it 
was declared that the article would be printed on the official 
ballot as written in the posted warrant. 


Article 6: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred fifty-seven thousand dollars ($157,000) to purchase a 2008 
Highway Truck and Equipment and to authorize the withdrawal of 
fifty-nine thousand six hundred and fifty dollars ($59,650) from the 
Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund, with the balance of ninety- 
seven thousand three hundred and fifty dollars ($97,350) to be raised 
by general taxation. The Board of Selectmen does recommend this 
article. The Budget Committee does recommend this article. 
(Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article and following discussion it 
was declared that the article would be printed on the official 
ballot as written in the posted warrant. 
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Article 7: 


To see if the Town will vote to create a Highway Sidewalk Plow 
Capital Reserve Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) to be deposited into that said account for 
the purpose of purchasing a new sidewalk plow in the future. The 
Board of Selectmen does recommend this article. The Budget 
Committee does recommend this article. (Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article. Mark Ober moved to amend 
the article to read: To see if the Town will vote to create a 
Highway Sidewalk Plow Capital Reserve Fund and fo raise and 
appropriate the sum of thirty five thousand dollars ($35,000) to 
be deposited into that said account for the purpose of 
purchasing a new sidewalk plow in the future. The motion was 
seconded by Douglas Ober. Following discussion Moderator 
Preston called for a voice vote which he found to be 
inconclusive. He called for a show of hands with the results 
being YES 48 NO 27. Moderator Preston declared that the article 
would appear on the official ballot at amended. 


Article 8: 


To see if the Town of Ashland will vote to employ a full time paid fire 
chief at an annual salary of $49,500 and to raise and appropriate 
$42,000 to compensate that full time paid fire chief in 2008, instead of 
continuing to utilize the services of a part time volunteer fire chief. 
The Board of Selectmen does recommend this article. The Budget 
Committee does recommend this article. (Majority vote required) 


Moderator Preston read the article. A presentation was made by 
Brad Ober. Following discussion Moderator Preston declared 
that the article would appear on the official ballot as written in 
the posted warrant. 
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Article 9: 


To see if the Town will vote to increase the selectman’s salaries from 
$900 to $1,500 per year per selectman and to increase the 
chairperson’s salary from $1,200 to $1,800 per year for the chairman. 
The Board of Selectmen does recommend this article. The Budget 
Committee does recommend this article. (Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article and following discussion it 
was declared that the article would be printed on the official 
ballot as written in the posted warrant. 


Article 10: 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt the rules and procedures of 
Municipal Budget Law RSA 32-5 v — a. (Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article. Glenn Dion made a motion 
to amend the article to read: To see if the town will vote to adopt 
the provisions of RSA 32:5, v-a to require that all votes by the 
budget committee and the board of selectmen relative to budget 
items or warrant articles shall be recorded votes and the 
numerical tally of any such vote shall be printed in the town 
warrant next to the affected warrant article. — Seconded by 
Daniel Golden. Following discussion Moderator Preston 
declared the amendment passed by voice vote. Moderator 


Preston declared that the article would appear on the official 
ballot as amended. 


Article 11: 


By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to approve the following 
resolution to be forwarded to our State Representatives, our State 
Senator, and our Governor: 


Resolved: We the citizens of Ashland, NH believe in a New 
Hampshire that is just and fair. The property tax has become unjust 
and unfair. State leaders who take a pledge for no new taxes 
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perpetuate higher and higher property taxes. We call on our State 
Representatives, our State Senator, and our Governor to reject the 
“Pledge”, have an open discussion covering all options, and adopt a 
revenue system that lowers property taxes. 


Moderator Preston read the article. He stepped down as 
moderator, Thomas Peters was asked to stand in so that 
Representative Preston could offer discussion on this article. 
Following discussion Mr. Peters declared that the article would 
appear on the official ballot as written in the posted warrant. Mr. 
Preston returned to the moderator position. 


Article 12: 


By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to immediately discontinue 
the Board of Electric Commissioners and return the management, 
control, and direction of the municipal electric system to the authority 
of the Board of Selectman. (Majority Vote Required) 


Moderator Preston read the article. Following discussion 
Moderator Preston declared that the article would appear on the 
official ballot as written in the posted warrant. 


Article 13: 


By Petition: |. Shall the government of the police department of the 
Town of Ashland be entrusted to a police commission? 


Il. If so, shall such police commissioners be chosen by: 
(a) Popular election at Town election; or 
(b) Appointment of the governor with consent of the 
council? 


Moderator Preston read the article. Following discussion 
Moderator Preston declared that the article would appear on the 
official ballot as written in the posted warrant. 
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Article 14: 


By Petition: RSA 41:47 Election — To have the Town of Ashland 
vote to elect by ballot the police chief for a term of 2 years and 
rescind the current process of appointing a police chief by the 
selectmen?

ASHLAND TOWN REPORT 2008 


ASHLAND BOARD OF SELECTMEN

To Our Fellow Residents, 


This is the first report included in the town report from the Board of Selectmen for a few 
years. 


We handled several issues and weather events in 2008 and have started several 
initiatives to help our residents and the town in general. We are hoping all our initiatives 
will stay active, even if we have new board members after our March 10 election. We 
need to keep moving ahead. 


We went through two major weather events in 2008: one a flood and one an ice storm 

_ which brought our community together to help our fellow man. We did this with 
reduced department staffs and volunteers and we are proud of every one of them and 
thank them once again. We credit our highway department, electric department, police 
and fire departments with pulling us through these two events when we had to open a 
shelter. Our town received our power back in a matter of hours after the ice storm, 
rather than days, as was the case in most communities around the state. We also 
handled the August flood event with a reduced police staff and an interim administrator 
on board. Most of the selectmen stayed up all night to help out and keep the shelter 
running and making sure everyone who needed help received it. This went on for weeks 
later. Our infrastructure damage problems were minimal compared to some towns. 
However, we mourned the loss of a young girl at a local campground during the flood 
and thank all our town departments for their help during this tragic event. 


Our department heads, employees, our interim administrator and current members of 
the board worked through a very tough budget year successfully. We are mindful of 
how we struggled last year as we worked through this year’s proposed budget. 


Our tax rate declined in 2008; we'd like to see it stay that way in these very difficult, 
economic times or go down even further. The state government and other towns are 
cutting staff, folks are losing jobs and homes and businesses are closing. Our taxpayers 
need to come first and we hope we can maintain all our services for our taxpayers 
through 2009. 


This board has made many new initiatives this year such as looking for a way to share 
resources with neighboring towns. We held our first public forum with 5 towns 
participating and our second meeting will be on March 31. We are in the process of 
updating our Master Plan and our Emergency Management Plan. We are hoping to hook 
up with PSU’s Environmental Department and Urban Resources Department in hopes to 
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tap into services like getting a free energy audit of all town-owned properties. Our chair 
is a member of the Lakes Region Planning Brownfield’s Committee and if, hopefully, 
state funding is awarded to LRPC this spring we can identify some possible sites to clean 
up in town and the dream is to build a sandy beach park somewhere on the Pemi River 
where we own waterfront to put in a handicapped dock, a children’s fishing pier, picnic 
tables and maybe a gazebo for summer concerts. A park somewhere on the Squam River 
is also possible. The Conservation Committee is also very active this year and is working 
to protect not only our rivers but also Little Squam Lake. 


We went through a very busy national election day last November with absolutely no 
hitches. We hired Tim Cullenen as our new town administrator in October. We have 
seen our school Principal Bill Tirone, named as State Principal of the year in 2008 and 
Mr. Wolf as State History teacher of the year 2008; these following the 2007 State 
School of the year award. 


We are also a finalist in the state for a regional dumping station, which we should hear 
about very soon. This could bring in significant monies to our town. 


We appreciate all the volunteers and employees who hold our boards and commissions 
together and our own select board members who serve as liaisons and are on multiple 
committees. This effort will continue this year and we are hoping to add at least one 
more liaison this coming year to the school board. 


Our new administrator is writing grants and planning events to draw visitors to town. 
The first Fine Arts Festival will be held this summer, a swap meet during Bike Week, and 
a cardboard boat regatta on the Fourth of July are all being finalized. We are hoping that 
our residents will warmly welcome visitors to our town during these events and 
participate as well to help make our town a “destination” rather than a drive-through. 


Because of the economy and the state and nation going into a depression from our, our 
town has postponed several new building projects, which we hope can still come to 


fruition in the near future. 


We thank all who have supported this board through the year of “active” meetings. We 
have come out on the other side well equipped to face 2009 and beyond. 


Again, thanks to all of you. 
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TOWN ADMINISTRATOR’ S REPORT

It is my pleasure to submit this annual report to the residents of the Town of Ashland. 


2008 was a year of transition for the Town of Ashland and for the office of the Town 
Administrator. Former Town Administrator Richard Alpers left in April and Finance 
Officer Jennifer Correia stepped into the role of Interim Administrator for a period of 
five months. Both of these individuals need to be acknowledged for their commitment 
and dedication to fulfilling the duties of the position. 


| am proud of having been selected to assume the position of Town Administrator and 
began my work on October 6" 2008. The months have gone by quickly and there has 
been a great deal to learn. | wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their dedication 
to the Town and the time and effort that they devote to their elected positions. | also 
want to thank all of the Town employees who | have met, spent time with, and have 
helped me to better understand the nature of the operations of the Town. My first few 
weeks would not have gone as smoothly or efficiently without their cooperation. 


One of my first activities has been to introduce myself to the residents and business 
owners within the Town. | have attempted to reach out to these individuals and will 
continue to do so. | strongly believe that good communication and collaboration 
between the Town, residents, and business community is integral to the ability of the 
Town to respond to needs and the to effectively provide services to the community. 


Within the short period of time | have been here, we have been actively engaged in 
developing a budget for 2009. The focus of this process has been on maintaining the 
highest level of services for the community in the most cost effective manner.

We will 
continue to strive to be as efficient and productive as possible.

As part of this 
effort, we have developed the Ashland Info Blast, an electronic email delivery of the 
Town’s activities and current undertakings. For residents not familiar with the Info Blast, 
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we urge you to sign up at the Town Hall so that you can begin receiving these important 
updates. 


Working with the Board of Selectmen and Department Heads, we have developed an 
extensive list of activities and potential projects for the upcoming year. At the top of 
the list is the pursuit of economic development opportunities. We will be working to 
assist existing businesses and pursue the attraction of new ones. At the same time, the 
Planning Board will be facilitating the update of the Town’s Master Plan, which will help 
to direct efforts for future development and enhance the quality of life enjoyed here in 
the town. On the lighter side, efforts are underway to conduct a few special events 
within the community. These events will bring visitors and attention to the Town and 
provide an opportunity for residents to get together. 


There are many more opportunities waiting and the potential for great things to happen 
for the Town of Ashland in the upcoming years. | am excited about being part of the 
community and being able to help bring existing projects and future ideas to fruition.

We continue to 
provide a level of services and public safety protection as best as possible under these 
conditions. It is my goal to assist the newly elected police chief in providing you with 
the best service possible. 


The Ashland Police Department thanks all of our surrounding police, fire, emergency 
services and state agencies that have assisted us through the year and we will continue 
to assist them. | would like to thank the town hall office staff that assists me day to day 
regarding the ins and outs of the town government. Also, my thanks go to the Ashland 
Electric, Water and Sewer Departments and the Town Library for their help during the 
year.

Her dedication to the program and students clearly makes her a valuable part of the 
staff at Ashland Parks & Rec. 

The Ashland Firemen’s Association did an outstanding job with the ice rink during the 
winter months and with the creation of a new asphalt skating rink. This new rink, located behind 
the bandstand at the ball field, will help offer skating opportunities for everyone throughout the 
year; ice in the winter and a smooth riding surface during the warmer months. Our thanks go © 
out to these fine members of the Ashland community. 

Throughout the year many Ashland residents participated in numerous programs 
sponsored through Parks & Recreation. These activities included movie field trips, holiday 
parties, bowling, computer classes (co-sponsored by the Ashland Town Library), and more.

TRANSFER/RECYCLING CENTER

There are some facility patrons that are not doing their “recycling duties” 
because we hauled more than we did in 2007 which is a cost to the taxpayer. 
Remember the more you recycle, the less we have to haul, which costs you, the 
taxpayers. Recycling is mandatory. 

Household trash totaled 630.92 tons and construction debris totaled 251.31 
tons. 

Revenue generated from landfill fees and recycling fees totaled $36,485. 
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ASHLAND TOWN LIBRARY

2008 was a year marked by major budget cuts for the Town of Ashland. The Library was no 
exception. Lacking the necessary resources to purchase materials, the library asked for 
donations, and was fortunate to get a good response. Library staff and trustees are grateful to 
our patrons in Ashland and beyond for their generosity. With very little resources, including 
budget, staff, and space, the hard-working staff continue to provide superior library services to 
the town of Ashland. 

The library held 106 programs this year, for children and adults. These included computer 
classes, story hours, knitting groups, summer reading programs and more. These programs are 
very popular and well-attended. 

The Ashland Town Library participated in town activities, hosting the Halloween parade and 
hosting Santa Claus for Christmas Night in Ashland. The Friends of the Library sponsored Meet 
the Candidates night in February and held their annual book/bake sale and silent auction on 
July 5th 

The library computers for public access continue to be used very heavily, 2,085 users 
throughout the year. The computers were acquired with a grant from the Gates Foundation in 
2002, and have served the community well, but are starting to show their age. The library has 
instituted a special fund so that these computers will be able to be replaced when needed. 

The library automated catalog will need to be replaced, probably in 2009. This system 
functions as the library catalog and also keeps track of our patrons and the books they borrow. 

Library hours were increased by one hour per week to meet the needs of the patrons and to 
simplify the schedule. Friday hours were increased, from 10am — 1pm to 10am -2pm, the same 
as Saturday hours. 

The trustees have formed a Space Needs Committee. Members of the community have 
volunteered to work with the trustees to study the existing library space and resources, and 
research possible solutions to the overcrowded conditions. 

The Friends of the Library are always looking for new members. Contact the Ashland Town 
Library if you are interested in joining the Friends in their support of the library. The success of 
the library depends on all the volunteers that donate time, energy and funds throughout the 
year, and they are greatly appreciated for all their hard work. This year, the Friends groups 
donated close to $1,000 in books, dvds and a free pass to The Fells, historic estate and gardens. 

The Board of Trustees of Ashland Town Library would like to especially thank the very hard- 
working library staff, Sara Weinberg, Terry Fouts, Noreen Crawford and Lisa Rollins. All of the 
above mentioned accomplishments are due to their commitment to bring the best possible 
service and information resources to the citizens of Ashland.

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ASHLAND FIRE AND RESCUE DEPARTMENT 
Submitted by Chief Thomas Stewart 


The year ended with 113 fire calls, 28 station coverage’s, 218 medical calls, and 77 motor vehicle 
accidents for a total of 436 calls for service for our department. All the men on the department 
including myself are finding it harder and harder to find the time to do the job that is needed in 
the department. Again | ask you the towns’ people to vote YES on the position of a full time fire 
chief. This year Deputy Ober and Captain Heath wrote a FEMA Grant for a vehicle exhaust 
system for the fire station, which we did receive. The exhaust system will take the exhaust from 
the trucks and vent it all outside, making the air quality inside the station better. The FEMA 
Grant is for $40,375 and the taxpayer’s portion is another 5%. We also are in need of upgrading 
the electric at the station, from a single phase to a three-phase system. When we get the three- 
phase we can also hook up the extractor (high speed washer) that the association bought from 
L.W. Packard Laundry when they went out of business. This will allow us to wash our bunker 
gear, which in turn will make it last longer. 


The weather was a big factor this year! Our department was able to get a crew together to go 
to Barnstead and help with the cutting of trees to open up the roads after being hit with a 
tornado. All the men that went had to take their own personal vacation time from their regular 
jobs in order to assist in helping Barnstead. 


In August, Ashland and the surrounding towns were affected by flash floods. Six inches of rain 
fell within a one hour time frame resulting in numerous calls for assistance. Deputy Ober 
arrived on the scene at Ames Brook and discovered that a vehicle had washed into the river; he 
immediately called for the Swift Water Rescue Team. Tragically, this event did result in the loss 
of a child’s life. Without Deputy Ober’s expertise in this situation a greater loss of life may have 
occurred. During this flooding we also had major flood damage to a home on the corner of 
Depot Street and Carr Avenue. All the men from our town and surrounding areas did a great job 
that night. 


In December the State suffered from a bad ice storm causing power outages from the bottom of 
the state all the way up here. Ashland was without power for nine hours while other parts of 
the state were without power for weeks. Ashland was asked to get a crew together to help out 
another town in the southern part of the state; however we were unable to find available men 
to go help out. The men in the department are all employed full time at other businesses and 
they help on the fire department as a volunteer on their free time. With the department being 
employed full time else where it is very hard finding available men to cover for any calls through 
out the day on any given day. The average fire man has been on the department at least 20 
years. 


| would like to thank everyone for supporting our department, and mostly all my men for 
sacrificing their time away from their families. 
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ASHLAND LAND USE BOARDS 
Submitted by Ashland Planning Board and Zoning Board 


The Ashland Planning Board was established in 1950. In March 1988 the voters 
adopted RSA 673:6 which established the composition of the board to be seven full 
voting members [one Board of Selectmen representative and 6 appointed] and three 
[appointed] alternate members. The members of the current board are Michael 
Evleth, Robert Boyle, Kendall B. Hughes, Selectman Robert Comeau, Sandra Coleman, 
Gordon McCormack Jr. and alternate Anthony Randall. Don Latulippe finished his term 
on the board and we thank him for his years of service. 


At present the board is not filled to capacity, which means that the town is in need of 
volunteers to complete the membership. The Planning Board meets twice a month, the 
regularly scheduled meeting at which cases are heard is the first Wednesday of the 
month. We also hold a work session, generally the last Wednesday of the month. 


In addition to hearing site plan and subdivision reviews, a main emphasis of the Board is 
keeping the Master Plan up to date. This has fallen behind in recent years and the goal 
of the present board, with the help of funds from the taxpayers is to complete the 
updating of the master plan within the next two years. The preparation of the master 
plan is the duty of the Planning Board. Master Plans are defined in State Law (NH RSA 
674:2) as both a reference and policy document. The purpose of the master plan is to 
set down as clearly and practically as possible the best and most appropriate future 
development of the area under the jurisdiction of the planning board, to aid the board 
in designing ordinances that result in preserving and enhancing the unique quality of life 
and culture of New Hampshire, and to guide the board in the performance of its other 
duties in a manner that achieves the principles of smart growth, sound planning and 
wise resource protection. 


At times during the next year you, the citizens, will be asked to participate in forums and 
surveys, which will be of utmost assistance as the board works with the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission to complete this project. We thank you in advance for your 
participation.

EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE

Town welfare dollars for 2008 has trended upward due mainly as a direct result of a slowing 
economy, area employment is scarce and the certification process used to approve recipients for 
state benefits, such as Social Security, Disability, Medicare, food stamps and other programs 
moves slowly. 


Our citizens never enjoy asking for help; most make tremendous efforts to re-establish their 
situations and reimburse the town when able. 


$50,589.00 was the total amount paid in vouchers for emergency assistance. 
$32,284.00 for housing costs. 

$9,612.00 Electric utility costs.

Plus food, medication, and utilities. 


As welfare director | see first hand the concerns of some of our citizens for basic needs. We try to 
help with information on housing, jobs, and directing clients to the proper agency to provide long 
term needs. Our community of two thousand, with our churches, food pantry, fire and police 
departments reach out to those in need as much as they are able to. Many of our private citizens 
are anonymous donators for fuel and Christmas.

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ASHLAND BUILDING INSPECTOR AND CODE ENFORCEMENT

Maintaining good, safe buildings, and code compliance is what we all want for Ashland. We have a 
good team with Butch Smith our electrical inspector and Dale Gray our plumbing inspector, both 
quality men, and knowledgeable in their trade. 


Applications for permits can also be obtained during regular Town Office hours, five days a week, 
8 AM to 4 PM. Arrangement can be made for on site meetings. Inspections are made with a 
reasonable appointed time.

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ASHLAND HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
Submitted by David Ruell, President 


The long effort to preserve the old Ashland Elementary School reached a milestone this 
summer, when the property was finally deeded to Tri-Cap Community Action Program, which 
plans to renovate the building for use by Headstart and other community service programs. 
TCCAP built a paved walk for students along the old high school fence, as required by its 
agreement with the school district. The upper story windows have been boarded up to better 
secure the building. The need now is for more funds to complete the renovation. The 
Historical Society intends to help with that fundraising. We still continue the “sale” of bricks, 
window panes and windows in the old school as part of that effort. See our brochures or the 
Society's website, www.oldashlandnh.org, if you wish to participate in that sale, in your own 
name or in the name of someone you wish to honor or remember. We look forward to seeing 
the old school, a historic Ashland landmark, restored to an active role in the life of the 
community. 


Fundraising for our museums and projects is always a major effort for the society. Denise 
Cross, assisted by her family and friends, prepared a delicious Barbecue Dinner at the Legion 
Hall in August, although unfortunately, a thunderstorm dampened the attendance. Better 
weather helped the turnout at the Dinner in a Bowl in October, which was cooked by members 
and friends of the Society. New bowls were made by a local potter and the schoolchildren. 
Both dinners benefited the general fund, while the annual Veterans Weekend Turkey Dinner 
Train Ride benefited the Railroad Station. 


Volunteers made some improvements at the Whipple House, including the repair and painting 
of the upstairs hallway ceiling, the painting of the front cornice and many windows, and repairs 
to sinks and a toilet. The Whipple House Museum schedule was changed to Wednesday and 
Friday afternoons, dropping the Saturday hours. The summer exhibits included the wool 
making process at the L.W. Packard mill, and a newly acquired collection of clothing from the 
late 19" century. In conjunction with the main exhibit, a Wool Day, with demonstrations of 
crafts, such as spinning and dying and knitting, was held in July on the Whipple House lawn. 


The Railroad Station Museum was the site of much activity in the summer and fall as the 
grounds were used as a staging area for equipment and materials for the repair of the tracks 
and roadbed, mostly to the south of the station, that were damaged in the flash flood in 
August. The track work did lead to the discovery of some railroad artifacts which the state is 
donating to the museum. 
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The Pauline E. Glidden Toy Museum was improved by the repair of the front door threshold and 
the installation of a railing at the main entrance. A new planter/sign was set out on the Main 
Street sidewalk. Four special events were held on summer Saturdays, fashion show by Wholly 
Tara, a circus performance by Jim Gleich, the annual Young Ladies Tea, and a doll Show 
depicting the history of dolls through the ages. The Toy Museum also dropped Saturdays from 
it scheduled open days. 


We continued our outside exhibits of historic photographs, enlarged and laminated for display. 
The Utility Office hosted four exhibits on the Booster Clubhouse, the Ashland Knitting Company, 
the old school building, and Highland Street. The Booster Clubhouse photos were also 
displayed at the Veterans Day concert to raise money for the kitchen renovations at the 
Clubhouse, while the old school photos were shown at Christmas Night in Ashland. Enlarged 
historic photos from our collection were displayed at the Ashland School to illustrate this year’s 
interdisciplinary them of Communication. Many historic photos have also been added to the 
Historic Society's website. 


The Society sponsored six free programs on state and local history. They included talks on 
Indian archaeology in New Hampshire, the Laconia State School, and the railroads of the Lakes 
Regions, and a living history performance on Sarah Josepha Hale. Alex Ray spoke on his reuse 
of historic buildings in Ashland and other New Hampshire towns. A program was presented on 
the history of the Booster Clubhouse to make the building’s 60" anniversary. 


Our collection and archives continue to grow. One long-term project has been to copy news 
items from the local newspapers. We now have files of the items about Holderness from 1848, 
when the Laconia newspapers began, through 1868, when Ashland separated, and items about 
Ashland from 1868 through 1911. 


The Ashland Historical Society could not continue its museum operations and its programs and 
projects without the help of many who have donated their time, effort and money. We thank 
them all for their contributions. 
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ASHLAND HISTORIC COMMISSION

Ashland’s historic cemeteries were cleaned and trimmed during the year. 


Ashland’s oldest cemetery, The Church Hill Cemetery established in 1771 was for years an isolated 
burial ground located off Route 175. Here you will find the burial sites of one of the first three 
selectmen, Charles Cox and his wife Mary along with Captain Joseph Shepard, who fought in the 
Revolutionary war, and his wife Esther. There are seventeen graves, most with just a fieldstone 
to mark their resting-place. 


A new road (Blue Sky Drive) off Route 175 now makes this historical cemetery accessible. Property 
owner Don Latulippe has offered to improve the fence and landscape leading to the cemetery.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION

2008 was an educational year for the Conservation Commission. As each of us is brand 
new to the Commission, we spent a good deal of time learning about our 
responsibilities, as well as discussing potential conservation projects within the Town. 


In November, we attended the New Hampshire Association of Conservation 
Commissions Annual Meeting. Each Commissioner attended different workshops. 
Some of the topics include wetlands, shore land protection, night time lighting, reading 
engineering plans, as well as an introduction to being a Conservation Commissioner. 
The consensus was that this was a very helpful meeting and we are planning to attend 
again in 2009. 


Some of the projects we are currently working on include posting the two scenic roads 
within the Town, developing an informational brochure for landowners interested in 
conserving their property, and developing a natural resources inventory for the Town. A 
natural resources inventory is basically a database of all the natural resources within the 
Town including wildlife, wetlands, forest, lakes, rivers, trails, etc. Information provided 
by citizens of Ashland, as well as maps and data from area conservation organizations 
will be helpful in this endeavor. 


This spring, we are planning to sponsor a Town-wide clean-up day and we are also 
researching the possibility of holding a farmers market this summer.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Lakes Region continues to grow and evolve. Homes and businesses have expanded along major roadways, and 
many of our communities have experienced dramatic changes. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an 
organization established to provide area communities and region with the capability to respond to and shape the 
pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, 
Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. 
The Commission offers direct and support services including technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazard planning and economic development. Local, 
state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a 
resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and leadership to the 
governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the focus areas and services provided on behalf of the town of Ashland and region in the past fiscal year: 
LOCAL 


** Completed a detailed inventory of local roads. 


** Met with officials to review zoning maps and gather zoning updates to determine the effect of the 
Comprehensive Shoreline Protection Act. 


** Prepared a display map of natural resources and updated the town zoning map. 


** Distributed many copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulation books to member planning boards at 
considerable savings. 


** Organized and hosted three public Municipal Law Lectures, in cooperation with the NH Local Government

**Received funding assistance from the NH Department of Environmental Services to conduct the first phase 
of the Lakes Winnipesaukee Watershed Management Plan. Project partners include Lake Winnipesaukee 
Watershed Association, the University of New Hampshire, Plymouth State University, and the North 
Country Resource Conservation and Development Area Council.

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OUTSIDE AGENCIES REPORTS 2008 


PEMIGEWASSET RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
Submitted by Max Stamp, PRLAC Chairman 


PRLAC is one of 15 Local Advisory Committees working on designated rivers around the 
state. Our focus continues to be water quality in the Pemigewasset River. Bi-weekly 
monitoring from April to mid September continues to provide a strong (now 6 years) base of 
water quality data. This data is used to satisfy the state’s reporting requirements to the US 
Environmental Protection Agency under the Clean Water Act. Although currently limited to 8 
sites — Thornton through Bristol — our data should provide a signal for early signs of potential 
impairment. Spikes of E coli runoff pollution have been noted after significant rain events. A 
critical step in mitigating this runoff problem is the revised Comprehensive Shoreland 
Protection Act (RSA 483B) which protects the Pemi as of 7/1/08. CSPA includes improved 
buffer management and more attention to the potential impact of impervious surfaces 
resulting from development in the 250’ protected shoreland area. PRLAC is now asked to 
review and comment on all such development applications. 

For the first time in our history, PRLAC has been forced to ask Pemi corridor towns for a 
financial assistance in keeping our basic monitoring activity up and running. Historically we 
have been funded by NH’s Department of Environmental Services through the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission (LRPC). The state is no longer a reliable source of basic funding so we are 
asking each Pemi town to commit $200 annually to our program. 

Emphasis in 2009 will be on a) expanding water quality monitoring (E coli) if lab test 
costs can be funded, b) milfoil control, c) review of shoreland development permit applications 
and certain other applications with water quality implications (8 projects reviewed in 2008), d) 
following up on LRPC’s Co-Occurrence Mapping and Analysis project, identifying aquatic 
resource conservation opportunities that might attract state funds accumulating under the 
state’s Aquatic Resource Mitigation Fund (currently $80,000 available for the Pemi watershed). 

We have representatives from all towns from Thornton through Bristol except for 
Ashland and Bridgewater. In October, the efforts of PRLAC and other Local Advisory 
Committees were recognized with the Volunteer NH! Champions Award. We meet the last 
Tuesday of most months on the campus of PSU. Call Max Stamp 744-8223 for details if you are 
interested in attending. 
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Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District 2008 Annual Report 
Submitted by Robert J. Berti, Chairman 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District met five (5) times during 2008. This past year District 
programs provided residents access for proper disposal of their household hazardous wastes (HHW), 
paint, fluorescent light bulbs, antifreeze and rechargeable batteries. 

The District held two one-day HHW collections in 2008 (Lisbon and Plymouth). 204 vehicles 
serving an estimated 490 residents took part in the “program”. This was an increase of 24 vehicles from 
2007. There were also towns that brought waste that had been dropped off at their transfer stations 
since the last collections held in the fall of ‘07. 

The total cost for the one-day collection program was $28,680, which was a 27% increase from 
2007. Income to offset this expenditure was received from participating non-District towns ($2,875) and 
the NHDES HHW grant program ($7,300), resulting in a net cost of $18,505. The cost increase for the 
2008 program can be attributed to three factors; (1) An increase in the amount of non-processable 
paints collected, (2) an increase in the amount of pesticides collected, and (3) a significant increase in 
the charges associated with the Materials Recovery Fee (MRF) — see table 5. The MRF correlates with 
the price of diesel fuel. Due to high diesel prices at the time of the collections, the District was assessed 
a fee rate of 17.5%. The rise in the amount of money the District has paid in MRFs in recent years is a 
concern. As part of a coordinated program with North Country Council (NCC), the District will be looking 
at proposals from a number of HHW contractors to determine if there are more cost effective means to 
manage the one-day collection program in 2009. 

An estimated 37,100 pounds of material was collected in this year’s program, approximately 7% 
more than in 2007. The cost per pound was $.77. 

In 2009, residents from District communities will be able to participate in at least two one-day 
collections. NCC is hoping to secure a third location as well. The exact dates and locations have not 
been set at this time, but the collections will be held sometime in late summer or early fall. In 
conjunction with the one-day collection program, many towns collected paint, used-oil, fluorescent light 
bulbs, antifreeze and rechargeable batteries at their municipal facilities. These programs typically 
provide less expensive recycling options while offering residents more opportunities to properly dispose 
of their hazardous materials. Residents should contact their local recycling center or town office to see 
what programs are available in their community. 

The District dealt with legislative issues as well. HB 1429, which would have impacted landfill 
operations in New Hampshire, posed serious concerns to the District. As drafted, HB 1429 had the 
potential to decrease landfill capacity in the State, decreasing competition, which could lead to higher 
disposal and transportation costs. The District sent a letter to the Senate Energy, Environment and 
Economic Development Committee in opposition to HB 1429 and some members testified in opposition 
as well. The bill reemerged from committee hearings as HB 1471, a directive to the Department of 
Environmental Services to prepare a plan and proposal for legislative action in the 2009 legislative 
session addressing a number of items relating to solid waste management. 

2009 will likely be a challenging year for many municipal recycling programs as they deal with 
budget issues and the recent slump in the prices paid for recyclables. However, the District is very 
fortunate to have a knowledgeable and innovative group of facility operators and committee 
representatives. If your town has questions, issues, or concerns you would like to address please be 
sure to use the resources you have at your availability. Citizens interested in participating in the 
development of the District’s programs are also welcomed to attend the District meetings. Information 
regarding the place and time of the meetings is available at all municipal offices or at NCC.

Getting new plates and doing renewals became a one stop operation in Ashland this year. Pat and | are 
pleased to be able to offer this service to the residents. 


The clerk’s office is open Monday through Friday, located at the town hall and is a very busy place. We 
are responsible for the keeping of town records, minutes of meetings of the various commissions and 
boards are kept by the clerk. This year the voters of Ashland had the opportunity to cast their ballot 
four times. We had the Presidential Primary, our local elections and voting on the budget and various 
warrant articles, the State Primary and the General Election. Over one thousand ballots were cast for 
the general election, as we exercised our right to vote for the next president of the United States. This 
was a very busy day and with the help of election officials and the cooperation of the voters it was a 
great day. Residents can register to vote at the town clerk’s office with proof of residency and 
identification. 


The clerk’s office issues dog licenses (the law in the State of New Hampshire). Licenses are renewable 
each year by April 30. 2009 tags became available in January. There are fines that are assessed if a dog 
owner does not comply with the law. 


This office can issue marriage licenses, certified birth, death, divorce and marriage certificates (with 
some exceptions).

Tax liens (which the Town of Ashland holds) are placed on unpaid previous years taxes. As collector, | 
usually perfect the liens in May. The duties of the tax collector are listed in the RSA’s (laws of the State 
of New Hampshire). Taxpayers can make payments to the town in any amount, at any time during the 
year.

INDEPENDENT AUDITORS’ REPORT 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Water, Sewer and Electric Department Proprietary 
Funds of the Town of Ashland, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 31, 2008, as listed in the 
table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Ashland, New Hampshire 
Proprietary Funds’ management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these fund financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
These standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As discussed in the notes to financial statements, the financial statements present only the Water, Sewer and 
Electric Department Enterprise Funds, and do not purport to, and do not, present fairly the financial position of the 
Town of Ashland, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2008, and the changes in its financial position and cash 
flows, where applicable, for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 


The Water, Sewer and Electric Department Enterprise Funds of the Town of Ashland, New Hampshire, has not 
presented management discussion and analysis that accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
has determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements.
